Lemon Juice and glycerin, equal 
parts, sipped slowly, is a relief for in 
irritated throat.

Hints for the Seamstress. 

A neat way to boue a collar Is to 
sew a piece of tape on the wrong Bide 
of the collar from shoulder seam to 
edge. Make two slits In each strip 
near the middle, so that by bending 
you can slip the bit of whalebone In 
to stiffen the collar. When the waist 
Is soiled the whalebone may be taken 
out, soaked if necessary to straighten 
it, and put back In the cleaned waist. 
Another excellent idea Is to sew but- 
tons that cannot well be washed onto 
a taps and put a row of button holea 
on each side of tge waist hems, those 
on one Bide being cut across, the oth- 
ers up and down, so that the opening 
won't gape when the taped buttons axe 
put in. 



Pea Soup. 

Pick over and wash carefully one 
pint of whole peas. Put in nn agate 
kettle with two quarts ol° cold water 
and half a toaspoonful of soda and 
water and stir to prevent scorching.

Washington Local ex perta who us* 
the divining rod for the purpose ol 
locating fissure veins, water courses 
etc.. will doubtless take lasue with the 
report of the United States Geological 
Surrey on the subject The geologists 
claim that there Is nothing In the con- 
tention that underground water can 
be located with the divining rod, ex- 
cept where it Is obvloua to any one 
conversant with the aubject that they 
could aa readily locate the presence 
of water without the uae of the divin- 
ing rod aa with It 

The queatlon Is on* that has been 
studied and commented on for 
years The divining rod men 
that they can do what they claim and 
that the rod movea downward over a 
water course despite any effort on 
their part to restrain it On the oth- 
er hand the geological experts main- 
tain that Buch ia not the caae, but that 
the rod is conaciously or unconacloualy 
manipulated by the holder of the rod. 
The report of the government experts 
fs as follows: 

The United States Geological Sur- 
vey states in water supply paper 255, 
entitled "Underground Waters for 
Farm Use." Just reissued, that no ap- 
pliance, either mechanical or electric, 
has yet been devised that will detect 
water In places where plain common 
sense and close observation will not 
show Ita presence just as well. Nu- 
merous mechanical devices have been 
proposed for detecting the presence of 
underground 
plexity from 

of witch hazel or other tree to more 
ar less elaborate mechanical or elec- 
tric contrivances. Many of the oper- 
ators of these devices, especially those 
who use the home-cut forked branch, 
are entirely honest In the belief that 
the working of the rod la Influenced 
by agencies — usually regarded as elec- 
tric currents following underground 
streams of water — that are entirely 
Independent of their own bodies and 
many people have implicit faith in 
their own and others' ability to locate 
underground water in thla way. 

in experiments with a rod made 
from a forked branch it aeemed to 
turn downward at certain points in- 
dependent of the operator's will, but 
more complete teats showed that thla 
down turning resulted from slight and, 
until watched for, unconscious muscu- 
lar action, the effects of which were 
communicated through the arms and 
wrista to the rod. No movement of 
the rod from causes outside of the 
body could be detected, and It soon 
became obvious that the view held by 
other men of acfen*? ia correct— that 
the operation of the "divining rod" ia 
generally due to unconscious move- 
meats of the body or of the muaclea 
of the ahnd. The experiments made 
show that these movements occur 
most frequently at places where the 
eporator'a experience haa led him to 
believe that water may be found.

In Vindication of 
the Weather Bureau. 

Concentrating at the weather bu- 
reau offices, the spot in Washington 
where the "algna of the aklea" of con- 
tinents are read, one finds the old 
horoscope inatinct very much alive. 

The weather department is becom 
Ing more important, not so much be- 
cauae of infallible weather 
tions. as for Its records of general 
averages on which probabllltlea may 
be baaed. Willis P. Moore of the 
weather bureau has "weathered" 
many a storm of disapproval, when 
predictions went awry, but he remains 
a weather scientist in every sense of 
the word The Supreme court of New 
York has lately rendered a decision, 
which determined the responsibility 
of the individual under certain ad- 
verse weather conditions, which la 
' looked upon aa a triumph for weather 
; bureau recorda. An Italian banker waa 
1 sued for five hundred dollars dam- 
ages, owing to icy approaches to hiB 
premlaea. The recorda of the weath- 
er bureau ahowed that rain and aleet 
had fallen for two daya before the ac 
cident and that the temperature waa 
low enough to cause the mixture to 
congeal; consequently, on the day of 
, the accident It was proven by the rec- 
ords of the weather bureau that icy 
sidewalks would have been unavoid- 
able. The weather affects nearly every 
phase ef human effort, and the evi- 
dence of interested wltnesaes falls be- 
fore the Immutable records of the 
weather bureau. The gigantic activi- 
ties of a great nation are often de- 
pendent In the last analysis on phe- 
nomena, measured by simple mathe- 
matical calculations and matters of 
routine record of the weather, so that

Oread Ton of Pellagra 
in United States. 

Pellagra Is spreading in the United 
States and in the six years It has been 
known to medical authorities, has 
claimed not leas than 30,000 victims 
with a fatality rate in excess of 40 
per cent, according to a report of the 
public health service. - 

"It has reached," the report con- 
tends, "the dignity of a public health 
queatlon of national Importance." 

The report gives theae figures by 
etatea for the period 1907-1911: Vir- 
glnia, total cases, S28, deaths 349, 
death rate per bandred cases. 55 per 
cent; North Carolina, cases 2,412 
deaths 1,667. rate 44 per cent.;. South 
Carolina, cases 1,880, deaths 582; rate 
31 per cent.; Georgia, cases 4.558, 
deaths 1,582, rate 34 per cent.; Ken- 
tucky, cases 513, deaths 220, rate 43 
per cent.; Alabama, cases 2,314. deaths 
839, rate 37 per cent.; Mississippi, 
cases 2,895, deaths 1.250. rate 43 per 
cent.; Louisiana, cases 670, deathB 296. 
rate 44 per cent 

The figures show pellagra either 
prevalent or sporadic in the greater 
part of the United States, but particu- 
larly serious In the south.
